She attempted to get her husband to
rejoin her there., and he replied that
his feeling toward her had changed,
and Intimated that she would not dare
divorce him.

"I love my husband very much,
and It Is because of my gieat love that
I suffer so much. My friends have
begged me to take this step, and now I
am taking It."

Guldet, daughter of a Belgian man of
wealth In New York She first mnrrled
G Abeel Duryee. and three uhlldien
were born, Chu'rles G. Duryee. now
twenty-on- e years old: Miss Marie Dur-
yee, who was a Washington debutante
two or three years ago; and Agnes G.
Duryee.

After obtaining a divorce from her
first husband she went abroad, living In
Paris for eight years and traveling In
France and Italy. On her return to
America she came to Washington.

Mr. Auchlncloss, who Is much
younger than his wife, was married
once before. His first wife died several
years ago.
